This was set up as the result of a scare 
rumour that the French intended to take 
possession of the western side of the con- 
tinent and the splendid harbour of St 
George's Sound. To checkmate this Sir 
Ralph Darling. the stern Sydney 
Governor, sent a party of seventy-five con- 
victs, with the ne¢essary number of 
soldiers as guards, but. the French put in 
no appearance, and iin a few years the 
sctilement was given|up. The coast had 
been explored in 1827 by Captain James 
Stirling ‘on account pf this scare. The 
Fast India Company tleclined to establish 
a cdlony, and finally, in 1829, the war- 
ship Challenge, under an officer named 
Fremantle, took formal possession for 
Great Britain at Swan River. After a 
time a company was formed by Mr. 
Thoma: Peel, cousin) of Sir Robert, to 
plant the colony with 10,000 settlers. 
under Stirling as Governor. Perth was 
made the seat of government, and was so 
named in compliment to the then 
Secretary for the Colonies, who sat in the 
British House of Conimons as member for 
Perth, in Scotland. |Tts port was named 
Fremantle in honour of the commander of 
the Challenge. In November, 1829, one of 
the settlers wrote: *‘ At Perth all the 
great officers of State live in huts of a: 
rude structure, merely branches of trees’ 
stuck into the ground. and covered with 
canvas. The Governor has a _ wooden 
house nearly ready.” These hardy 
pioneers had a most difficult time, and so 
precarious was the existence of the colony 
that it was not given responsible govern- 
ment until 1890. When the Common 

wealth Constitution was under discussion 
in London in 1900. Western Australia by 
referendum voted in |favour of federation 
by 44,800 votes to 19/691 against. 


Trish Associations | 
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Western Australia, from an early 
period, had interesting associations with 
Ireland. I do not know whether there were 
any Irish people in its sparse population 
in the ’thirties or eatly ’forties, but after 
1848 men of Irish blood betook themselves, 
or were taken, there.| In that year or the 
vear after the people of that colony took 
the rather surprising step of petitioning 
the Imperial authorities in London to send 
convicts out to Western Australia, even at 
a time when other Australian colonies were 
strongly opposing the turning of their 
countries into convict settlements. Ihe 
reason was that a crisis had arisen in 
Western Australia owing to the shortage 
of labour, and it became clear that if 
labourers could not be procured then the 
settlement would have to be abandoned. 
London’ complied with the request and sent 
out contingents, numbering, I believe, 
10,000. Later, under the pressure of the 
other colonies, the policy of transporting. 


convicts was dropped, although the -

Without the aid of Mr. H. G. Wells’s 
‘“Time Machine," and uninspired by Mr.

Almost | 
every civilised country in the world is in- 
stituting such a survey, and some of your 
readers may be familiar with the magnifi- 
cent County Volumes which have been issued 
with Government support in England, Scot- 
land and Wales. 
The resources of the Province will hardly 
admit of publications se stately as these, 
but the Ministry of Finance for Northern 
Ireland, has agreed, if a sufficient degree of 
public support to minimise the probable loss 
on such a publication is obtained, to under- 
take the printing and publishing of a more 
modest, yet, it is hoped. quite comprehensive 
survey. The Ancient Monuments Advisory 
Committee for Northern Ireland, of which I 
am Chairman, to provide the text and be 
responsible for the editorial work.

LESSONS | FROM 
AMERICA 
MAKING AGRICULTURE 
PROSPEROUS

Pinata fear rush in where econ® 


anists fear to tread,’’ declared Pro- 

fessor Joseph Johnston, F.,T.C.D., 
in the course ef the Barrington lecture on 
aspects of the agricultural crisis at home 
and abroad delivered at Limerick last night. 
But the politicians of different countries have 
provided a series of most valuable experi- 
ments in many lands, he added. 

The circumstances of American agriculture 
from 1920 to the present day have most to 
teach Ireland; this country resembles 
America in the fact that it is a creditor 
country as well as an expérter of primary 
agricultural products. tween 1922 and 
1829 America pursued a policy of rapid in- 
dustrial expansion, and its industrial pros- 
perity was based on á cost structure that 
could not be permarfently maintained, not 
being based on a concurrent expansion of 
agricultural purchasing power and agricul- 
bu ye ge When it collapsed in 1929 
it could not by its own efforts raise itself 
again. The central features of the Roosevelt 
economic policies are based on the view, now 
widely held in the Free State, that if Amri- 
can industry is ever to achieve any worth- 
while prosperity the farmer must be put 
back in the market and agricultural pros- 
perity restored. At the present time per 
cent, of America’s working population derives 
its living from agricul‘ure ; per cent. of 
the Free State's employed get their living 
in the same way. 


BEARING THE BRUNT 


After surveying the fail of agricultural 
prices, estate values farmers’ in- 
comes in the United States, Professor 
Johnston commented that in America, as in 
the Free State. it was the farm of B0 acres 
or more which bore the brunt of the depres- 
sion. These are the farms which must pro- 
duce mainly for exchange, and, when their 
business is financially disastrous to them- 
selves, it spreads disorder throughout the 
whole commercial and industrial economy. 
The comparative prosperity of the 20-acre 
farmer did not save America—and it will not 
save the Free State. 

Pending the expansion of our three million 
population to somethi like six million, 
which would be needed to maintain the 
normal volume of our agricultural production, 
the Free State must continue to produce for 
export—or greatly restrict the volume of our 
agricultural production, as well as altering its 
pattern. In the meantime, transferring people 
from commercial employment to industrial 
employment does not add to the home market 
for our agricultural products. The real pro- 
blem of industrial employment is how to find 
a place in industry for, perhaps, 200,000 
surplus agricultural or commercial workers, 
who must be dislocated out of their former 
employments if present economic forces con- 
tinue to operate

The Strike, and After 

There have been so many diversions of 
ove kind and another in Dublin during 
the last week that the primary source of all 
the trouble has been almost forgotten. For 
the space of four weeks now the capital | 
city of Ireland has been without its street | 
transport services, as the result of a strike 
which began because an omnibus driver 
was dismissed for dangerous driving, and 
continued because the men wished to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to secure 
higher wages and improved conditions of 
work. Few other capital cities could have 
risen to the occasion more adequately. 
The people of Dublin are extraordinarily 
resilient, and have improvised all sorts 
and conditions of transport in order to 
get to and from their work. Motor cars 
which have been discarded for years have 
made their battered appearance on th 
streets again; an enormous number of 
bicycles of every description has been 


pony-and-trap has been pressed into ser- 
vice once more. The main reason of the 
ineffectiveness of the strike to paralyse 
the city’s life, however, has been the really 
magnificent way in which the Army has 
stepped into the breach. - Mr, Sean 
Lemass’s emergency services have been 
an unqualified success. The soldiers had 
an unenviable task to fulfil, and they 
have done their duty to the general satis- 
faction of the citizens. Nobody who has 
observed their work during the last ten 
days or so can fail to have been impressed 
by the quiet efficiency and good humour 
with which they have gone about their 
There has been no fuss and no 
confusion. The men have been con- 
sistently courteous to the travelling 
public in a time of abnormal strain, and 
we are more than glad to be able to 
congratulate the Minister for Defence and 
General Brennan on the admirable 
behaviour of the troops under their com- 
mand. 

In the meanwhile, the strike continues. 
We have said from the beginning that 
the tramway and omnibus men have placed 
themselves in the wrong by their hasty 
action, and they ought to have gone back 
to work long ago, leaving the considera- 
tion of whatever legitimate claims they 
may have to the calm arbitration of the 
Minister’s Industrial Court. They have 
chosen to take the more foolish course; 
but they ought to realise now that, in 
the homely phrase, they are cutting off 
their noses to spite their faces. Un- 
doubtedly, the strike is a nuisance. It 
has hit not only the workers, but also the 
business houses of Dublin, very severely. 
Housewives have been forced to postpone 
purchases; young women have not been 
able to fit themselves out with their spring 
clothes, and, generally, there has been a 
serious check on the circulation of money. 
In spite of these facts, the people of 
Dublin have accommodated themselves 
to the new conditions, and, now that they 
have the Army lorries to take the edge off 
their discomforts, they really are 
beginning to lose interest in the strike, 
There is a useful lesson here for strikers 
and Tramways Company alike. When 
one reads of the rejection of this or that 
proposal by one side or the other, one 
tends to lose patience; for the transport 
monopoly exists for, and by, the general 
public; and no individual, or group of 
individuals, ought to be in a position to 
bring it to a standstill. We are informed 
that the Joint. Strike Committee will 
submit certain suggestions to the men at 
a mass meeting to-morrow, and that 
thereafter a ballot will be taken under 
the auspices of the Dublin Trades Council. 
We hope sincerely that the men will take 
this opportunity to remedy the mistake 
that they made when they went on strike. 
The public wishes them well; but they 
hardly can expect any sympathy if they 
prolong this senseless struggle. 

When the transport strike is over—and 
we may hope that the men will go back to 
work on Tuesday or Wednesday next— 
there ought to be a general stocktaking in 
the Free State. No young country, fight- 
ing its way towards economic prosperity, 
can make much progress if the way is 
barred at every turn by strikes and 
stoppages. That way Fascism lies. There 
probably is no other country in Europe in 
which the strike. weapon is used so freely 
as it is used in the Saorstdt. Last year 
was marked by virtually continuous 
labour troubles, and this year already has 
established an unpleasant record. We do 
not believe for an instant that all these 
strikes are due to the sheer malevolence of 
the trade unions. The Irish worker—and, 
indeed, for that matter, the average trade 
union official—is anything but a 
Bolshevik. A case in point is provided by 
the tramway men, who are exemplary 
citizens. Something, however, is mani- 
festly wrong in the general relations of 
Labour to Capital in this country. A 
certain amount of conciliation machinery 
exists for the regulation of industrial 
disputes; but it needs very badly to be 
oiled. We believe firmly in the principle 
of a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s work 
—no civilised State can operate success- 
fully on any other principle ; but the first 
essential in this country is that masters 
and men shall recognise the identity of 
their interests. They ought to be partners 
instead of opponents. We do not suggest 
that the workers have a monopoly of the 
blame for the unsatisfactory 
that exist throughout the Free State. 
Many employers lack vision, and damage 
the general interest by an obstinate

Belgium 3 ll n’s Currency 


yes weakened by the desertion of Belgium. 
M. van Zeeland, who is Premier in the 
new Belgian Government, asked Parlia- 
ment to grant him powers to depreciate 
the belga by 25 per cent., and to stop 
gold payments, pending international 
agreement on currency policy. This is 
part of his campaign to restore prosperity 
to Belgium, who has been suffering severely 
for some time past, largely through the 
decline of her export market in England. 
The Premier proposes to fix the new rate, 
as the majority of depreciated currencies 
are fixed to-day, by means of an Exchanyze 
Equalisation, Fund, which will be sup- 
plied by a low revaluing of the stock of 
the National Bank. He insists that the 
depreciation of the belga does not involve 
Belgium's permanent departure from the 
gold standard, but that she will return 
to it as soon as the currency policy of the 
nations will have been brought into some 
kind of accordance. The other “gold ” 
‘countries, however, do not share M. van 
Zeeland’s assurance, and Paris has re- 
ceived the news of his desertion with 
anger. Belgium is the first renegade from 
the existing bloc, and it will be interesting 
to see how soon others will follow her 
example. France professes entire con- 
fidence in the steadiness of the franc; 
the lira seems to be maintaining its 
security through thick and thin, while the 
Dutch guilder and the Swiss franc, though 
their manipulators clearly have been 
shaken by the news from Belgitm, are 
expected to hold out for some time yet. 
The gold bloc is fighting against heavy 
odds. Belgium’s export trade has been 
sinking for several years, and the final 
blow to her hope of success was struck 
last week, when two unpleasant things 
happened: Great Britain raised her duties 
upon imported iron and steel—in which 
Belgium did a considerable trade—to a 
prohibitive level, and the French Govern- 
ment, almost simultaneously, announced 
that it could do nothing to help her. 
Whether the devaluation of the belga will 
do any good to her British trade remains 
to be seen. It is probable, however, that 
M. van Zeceland’s resolute measures will 
go far to restore the confidence which 
lately has been lacking both inside and 
outside Belgium. His new policy is 
designed, with other things, to prevent 
the too frequent ‘‘runs’’ upon the banks, 
which have been a major cause of 
instability, and excessive speculation has 
been checked already by the action of the 
last Government. If he can retain his 
hold upon Parliament, he ought to 
succeed, if not in pulling his country out 
of the wood, at any rate in easing her 
position until better times come. The

Protection of Shoppers 


An admirable scheme has just been 
launched in England for the protection of 
the shopper. A body, known as the Retai! 
Trading Standards Association, has been 
founded by the owners of the leading de- 
partment stores, and its object is to see 
that no goods will be advertised or priced 
in such a manner as to deceive the public. 
The principle underlying the idea is illus- 
trated by one of the rules which the 
Association has set up for itseli—‘‘ No 
claim should be made concerning ths 
attributes of merchandise as to the truth 
of which the retailer has not satisfied him- 
self.’’ The articles sold must correspond 
with the trader’s description of them, and 
already a set of standards has been drawn 
up to define the various terms that may 
be used. Retailers throughout the country 
will be invited to join the Association, 
and, in order to ensure that it may have 
some means to prevent any misuse of its 
name, a tribunal will be set up 
to take ‘action against members 
which offend against the rules. Such a 
body, undoubtedly, should have great 
value. Although the prospective purchaser 
usually knows from experience where he 
can get a good return for his money, the 
Association’s emblem on a shop will be a 
definite guarantee that he will not be 
deceived. From the shopkeeper’s point of 
view, the scheme is equally welcome; 
indeed, their attitude towards it is shown 
clearly by the fact that the whole idea was 
theirs. The days are past when every 
advertisement was looked upon as suspect, 
but there still are shopkeepers who will 
make exaggerated claims for their goods, 
and will mislead the public by describing 
them in an ambiguous manner. For many 
years responsible traders have been aware 
that the practice has very damaging 
results, and that the best way to sell goods 
is to take the buyer into confidence. 
Their latest move to secure this end— 
which might well be followed in the Free 
State—should not be without its reward 
for them. .

The Fall of the Belga 


M. van Zeeland’s announcement in the 
Brussels Parliament this morning caused 
no surprise in the city. The stipulation 
of a maximum devaluation of the belga 
of 30 per cent. is presumably the object— 
a level somewhere between the old gold 
point and the sterling level. It may be 
the idea that a greater depreciation would 
have called for retaliatory measures in the 
form of higher tariff restrictions and 
quotas in those countries to which Belgium 
exports her goods. The effect on 
Belgium’s export trade of the new develop- 
ment will be awaited with curiosity. Our 
official trade returns show that for the 
whole of 1934 our imports from Belgium 
were valued at 144 millions, against which 
Belgium took from us goods to the value 
of roughly 13 millions. This trade repre- 
sents about 20 per cent. of the total 
volume of Belgium’s overseas commerce. 
The intimation: regarding the belga caused 
immediate bidding for sterling on the 
foreign exchange market. Despite the 
developments in Belgium, M. Trip, 
Governor of the Netherlands Bank, de- 
clared to-day that there would be no 
change in the Dutch monetary policy, as 
Holland will remain on gold. 


A Policy for Britain 


Four Conservative members of the 
House of Commons have drawn up a new 
programme: for their party, which they 
are circulating in a pamphlet, entitled 
‘Pointers to Progress.” Among the 
principles advanced is the need of younger 
men in a Cabinet dominated by statesmen 
between sixty and seventy years of age; 
pensions at sixty for insured workers—of 
20s. a week for single men, and 350s. for 
married men; shorter working hours; an 
investment board for the nation, and 
houses for the poor. It is held that the 
school-leaving age should be raised to 
sixteen, and that the means test should 
be altered to an individual income test. 
These members, Mr. E. Bailey, Mr. A. 
Fuller, Mr. Lees Jones and Mr. R. 
Spencer, are of the opinion that the 
Government must do something on these 
lines if it wishes to merit the continued 
loyalty of its supporters. 


Conservatives in London 


The Earl of Iveagh, President of the 
Metropolitan Area Council of the National 
Union of Conservative and Unionist Asso- 
ciations, is drawing the attention of 
Conservatives in London to the results of 
the last London County Council elections, 
and to the Borough Council elections, 
when the Labour Party was so successful. 
He is calling upon Conservatives to recog- 
nise the dangers of Socialism. An appeal 
is being made for funds to finance the 
work of reconstruction which is now being 
carried on in the London constituencies in 
preparation for the general election. Already 
aconsiderable amount of work has been done 
in the reorganising of the party machinery 
in the constituencies, but much remains to 
be accomplished if Conservative candidates 
are to be well served when the election 
comes. 


Dominion Imports 


The discussions between Mr. Lyons, the 
Australian Premier, and the British 
Government in regard to meat imports into 
Britain will be resumed on Monday, after 
both sides have had an opportunity to con- 
sider the situation FEAR in the conver- 
sations which have taken place so far. The 
British plan for a long-term plan to assist 
home producers is dependent upon definite 
restrictions on the importation of meat 
from Dominion and foreign sources. It is 
no secret that Australia desires an un- 
restricted market, but it is hoped that 
further discussions will enable an agree- 
ment to be reached—possibly on such terms 
that Australia will be allotted a definite 
proportion of the meat imports—though no 
definite scheme will be arranged until the 
arrival of the New Zealand representative 
at the end of next month.

“PLL HAVE NO NONSENSE” 
The anti-Communists suddenly moved 
“up in a menacing body towards the meet- 
ing. A Superintendent in charge of the 
‘score of. police who were present hastily 
arranged a cordon; then, brandishing his 
stick, shouted a warning to the advancing 
mob; * I’ll have no nonsense.” He told 
his rather small. force of . uniformed 
Guards: ‘‘ It’s not necessary for me to tell 
you men your duty ..°.”’ -The mob came 
on, but the hands of the Guards were, 


every one, on their batons, and there was. 


a halt. 

‘The Communist who had attempted to 
resume. his..speech was interrupted with 
cries of: “ To hell with the Communists,”’ 
“Up, Dev!” “Up, the Republic ! 
Suddenlyf#hands clutched at him; he dis- 
appeared from the little table on which 
he had been standing into the arms of his 
‘opponents, and fists rose and fell. The 
anti-Communists came on with a cheer, but 
the police cordon was firm, and again they 
retreated, Guards restored order at the 
meeting, rescued the speaker, who was 
badly battered, and took him away for pro-

Courageously' ‘enough, another Com- 
munist took the platform. His brief 
speech was interrupted by shouted threats 
from the opposition, by the singing of a 
Republican song, and of “God bless the 
Pope,’’ the singers standing bareheaded.

One of the speakers, however, did not 
move with sufficient celerity.

WOMEN FALL AND SCREAM 

Then. several batons suddenly flashed in 
the lamplight. Men fell, women screamed, 
and the crowd fled. The police quickly 
cleared the area, and their number, 
swelled ‘by reinforcements, kept it cleared. 
Sporadic brawls occurred in O’Connell 
street; but were quickly ended. 

About ten persons were injured during 
the disturbance. A young girl, Mary 
Kiernan, Pearse. square, fell and was 
badly kicked during the panic after the 
batons were drawn. She was taken to 
Jervis Street Hospital suffering from 
collapse and severe shock; so also was 
Daniel Ladey, Earl street, who had bad 
facial injuries, including a wound on the 
temple which requires some stitches. 

Both cases had been treated by the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade men at the 
first-aid hut before the ambulance removed 
them. Robert Duffy, Marlborough street, 
was treated for facial injuries, and an 
unknown man was treated for wounds 
caused by a baton.

HE Italian Government announces that 

the Abyssinian Government has 

decided to break off direct negotiations 
with the Italian Government. 

Interviewed on the subject, the Abys- 
sinian diplomatic representative in Rome 
to-night told Reuter: ‘‘ I understand that 
the Emperor decided that direct negotia- 
tions should be broken off three days ago, 
and it is most unlikely that there will be 
any resumption of the direct negotiations. 

“There has been no headway made ; for 
the points of view of the two Governments 
with regard to the just settlement of the 
two important questions of the indemnity 
affair and the delimita- 
tion of the frontier are entirely opposed.” 

It is considered in unofficial quarters 
here that a Commission. of Arbitration 
would have to be set up under the auspices 
of the League of Nations, but it is believed 
there may be some difficulty in the consti- 
tution of a Commission whose judgment 
Italy would accept as binding. 

In the meantime the man in the street 
looks upon the Abyssinian situation as 
extremely serious, and there is talk on 
many sides of the probability of war. 

It is understood here that officers’ wives 
and children have been told to leave 
Eritrea and Italian Somaliland.

ITALY’S PREPAREDNESS 


“ No one can tell when war may break 
out. It may happen unexpectedly, within 
a few days, following a period of political 
tension.”’ 

This grave warning was given by General 
Baistrocchi, Under-Secretary for*’War, in 
a stirring speech in the Senate to-day on 
the subject of Italy’s war preparedness. 

‘In this feverish armaments race,” he 
said, “ Italy insists on having arms in 
keeping with her right as a great nation. 
The valleys which have been used in past 
history for the invasion of Italy have been 
blocked and guarded as effectively as 
possible. 

“ By next Spring we shall have about 
600,000 men perfectly armed and orga- 


nised, besides a whole class in reserve— 


namely, the 1912 class—which means 
another 300,000 men.’’ 

According to figures published in the 
Press this afternoon, Italy can dispose of 
7,938,000 fully-armed men, and all from 
the ages of 21 to 55 years are capable of 
being mobilised. Those between the ages 
of 21 and 22 number 300,000. :

BELGIUM OFF GOLD 


——--é—— 


The. Times, in concluding a leading 
article to-day, says:—From M. Van 
Zeeland’s statement it is clear, so far as 
currency is concerned, that the intention 
is to maintain a loose connection with 
gold, keeping the gold value of the belga 
somewhere between a 25 and a 420 per 
cent. depreciation. There is no reason to 
suppose that the Belgian Equalisation 
Fund will not be managed as successfully 
as the British to check wide and sudden 
fluctuations. As a matter of fact, the 
rates at the close of yesterday’s opera- 
tions showed a depreciation of only 17 per 
cent. The creation of another indepen- 
dent managed currency introduces, of 
course, a new factor of instability, while 
Belgium’s desertion of the gold bloc must 
inevitably increase the pressure on the 
other gold currencies, and the apprehen- 
sion that others of them may be driven 
to follow the belga. It is possible, how- 
ever, that in this respect things must get 
worse before they are better, and that a 
temporary increase in instability may 
bring the world a step nearer to stability, 

M. Van Zeeland was emphatic in 
declaring his intention to work for an 
international agreement. Everyone will 
concur that such an agreement is to be 
desired, and, indeed, is necessary, for the 
recovery of international trade. Where 
opinions may differ is over the conditions 
which are necessary to make a monetary 
agreement practicable and effective. At 
the close of the World Economic Con- 
ference of 1933 the delegations of the 
British Empire met together and issued 
a joint statement defining the attitude 
of the British Government. They re- 
affirmed the view that the ultimate aim of 
monetary policy must be the restoration 
of a satisfactory international gold 
standard, under which international co- 
operation would be maintained, with a 
view to avoiding unnecessary fluctuations 
in the purchasing power of gold. In 
their opinion the problem was to reconcile 
the stability of the exchange rates with a 
reasonable measure of stability :. world 
prices, A condition they declared for the 
re-establishment of any international

MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN'S 
ORDER

R. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, sitting in 
the High Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
anted a conditional order of prohibition, 
irected to the Court of the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland, prohibiting that 
Court from hearing and determining 
charges preferred against the Rev. 8. R. S. 
Colquhoun, Vicar of St. John’s Church, 
Sandymount, Dublin. 

The ex parte application was made by 
Mr. W. M. Jellett,K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Frank Fitzgibbon, K.C., and Mr. 
Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Whitney, Moore and Keller). 

The charges were preferred against the 
applicant, the Rev. 8. Colquhoun, in a 
petition presented on December 15th last, 
and the ground on which the application 
was based ‘was that the Court of the 
General Synod had no power to entertain 
or determine the charges. 


THE CHARGES 


The petition, which was presented by 
Frederick Davis, The Orchard, Chapelizoc, 
and others, charged that the Rev. Samuel 
Colquhoun, on 18th June, 1935; 11th 
March, 1934, and on other occasions in 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
Sandymount, during a Service prescribed 
for the administration of the Lord’s 
Supper, caused, or permitted, certain acts 
not prescribed in the Book of Common 
Prayer, as altered by the General Synod 
or the canons of the Church of Ireland. 

Counsel moved on an affidavit by the 
Rev. Mr. Colquhoun, which stated that 
on 8th March the Court of the General 
Synod, after hearing applicant’s counsel, 
adjudged that they had jurisdiction to 
hear and entertain the charges, and 
ordered that the time within which the 
answer of the Vicar to the charges should 
be filed be extended to 8th April. 


THE SUBMISSION 


The applicant submitted that under the 
provisions of Statutes of William IV. and 
Victoria and the Deed of Endowment, the 
Archbishop of Dublin for the time being 
had, subject to the provisions of the 
Statutes and Deed, the sole jurisdiction 
over the Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, Sandymount, and the minister 
for the time being thereof. 

Counsel said that under the Statutes 
in question power was given to private 
individuals to spend their own money in 
erecting and endowing churches .and to 
dispose of land for the purpose, and it was 
by virtue of that code of Statutes, shortly 
called the Church Buildings Acts, that 
this particular church was erected. One 
of the most important of the provisions of 
the Statute of 6 and 7 William IV. indi- 
cated that, in regard to all churches so 
endowed, the controlling authority should 
be the Archbishop or Bishop of the 
diocese in which the church was situated. 


DEED OF ENDOW MENT 


The affidavit, said counsel, set out that 
in 1850 the church was built and endowed 
by the Hon. Sidney Herbert, and the deed 
of endowment, executed in pursuance of 
statutory powers, provided that the con- 
trolling jurisdiction over the church and 
its ministers be that of the Archbishop of 
Dublin for the time being. The deed 
further provided that the Liturgy and 
Rites of the United Church of England 
and Ireland, as by law established, should 
be used in the church, and none other. 

Mr. Colquhoun, said Mr. Jellett, had 
continued to use the Liturgy and Rites 
prescribed by the Statute and Deeds, and 
had adhered to the terms of his trust in 
every way from start to finish. 


THE DECLARATION 


Counsel said that the affidavit set out 
that immediately before his institution to 
the benefice of the Church of St. John, on 
7th June, 1933, he subscribed a declara- 
tion which included the following:—*“ I 
promise to submit myself to the authority 
of the Church of Ireland, and to the laws 
and tribunals thereof.” 

The deponent added that he was advised 
that that declaration had no application 
or relevance to the Cure of Souls of the 


| Church of St. John, Sandymount, and that 


the declaration was not necessary or re- 
quired by the provisions of the deed of 
endowment. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan granted a condi- 
tional order, and directed that the order 
be served on the Registrar of the Court of 
the General Syn in Kildare street, 
Dublin.

The effect of Belgium's decision will be to increase her ex- 
ternal trade, and to help the tourist trafic, which has suffered 
seriously since the depreciation of the pound in terms of Belgian 


currency. 


GERMANY'S FEARS

“ A serious blow to Germany s export 
trade and a further aggravation of her 
already difficult position on the world 
market ” is how a leading member of the 
League of Germany’s iron and steel 
industrialists described the possible effect 
of the Belgian Government’s announce- 
ment: in the Chamber yesterday, says a 
Berlin message 

Inquiries at the Reichsbank elicited the 
remark that Germany has no intention of 
following Belgium’s example. 

Hopes were widely expressed in Paris 
that the new Belgian Government would 
soon fall. These hopes are construed as 
meaning that the new Belgian policy is 
detrimental to the gold bloc, says Reuter. 

Observers in close touch with the foreign 
exchange market, however, do not enter- 
tain any misgivings as to the French 
franc, which is described as being as firm 
as a rock. The guilder and the Swiss 
franc, the same circles think, will be able 
to hold out for some time at least. 

The news regarding the belga caused a 
stir on the securities market in Zurich. 
Swiss and foreign government securities 
showed considerable nervousness, and 
there was a large amount of selling and 
buying inspired by uncertainty. The 
tendency on the share market, however, 
was fairly firm. 


BANKS TO BE ,

“These European countries are Britain’s 
chief industrial competitors, and, if they 
are forced to devalue, their competition 
will be intensified, and Britain will lose 
the advantage she gained from the de 
preciation of her currency since 1931. 

“HH is probable that the surplus of 
American exports over imports is at its 
peak. American costs are rising, and this 
rise must reduce America’s advantages in 
international commercial competition. 
With any considerable improvement in 
the American internal situation there 
must be an increase in American imports 
and a resumption of comparable expendi- 
ture abroad. 

““ At some time a balance will be restored 
between American prices and the Ameri- 
can exchange. -When that point is reached 
the continual appreciation of the dollar 
in terms of sterling will. cease and the 
price of gold will become more stable.”

-“‘T would also call attention,” he continued, 
“to the fact that the Stock Exchange draws 
a distinction between Investments Trusts and 
Financial Corporations.
